DRYING WINDS SPEED FOREST 


Many Flames 


In Settlements 
of City 


West 


Forest fires which roar- 
ed into life again north- 
west of Edmonton are 
causing damage which will 
run into thousands of dol- 
lars, while property loss es- 
timated at $11,000 was re- 
ported in fires which de- 
stroyed buildings at Al- 
berta Beach and Calmar 
over the weekend. 


Damages estimates in pro- 
perty fires included $7,000 
for the Alberta Beach hotel 
which was destroyed by 
flames Sunday, and $4,000 
for two residences and two 
stores which were prey to a 
blaze at Calmar Sunday. 

In addition to these, roof 
of a powerhouse at the Oli- 
ver Mental Institute was de- 
stroyed over the weekend, 

Wind and hot weather over the 
week-end aggravated the fire 
situation throughout the province 
and resulted in several new fires 
northwest, west and southwest of 
this city, according to a report 
received from provincial forestry 
branch officials Monday. Fanned 
by the drying winds which reach- 
ed high speed in some areas, the 
flames roared through settiement 
districts and ate their way into 

timber. 

In the Fort Assiniboine region 
the settlement fires apparenily have 
reached ‘their heaviest proportions. 
Rangers reporting to the forestry 
branch on Monday declared that 
the situation was bad, but that 
strenuous efforts were being put 
forth to halt and extinguish the 
blazes.

It Will be Needed After a While 


The European dictators, it is said, are 
trying to get the Latin republics in the 
Americas to break away from the League 
of Nations. They are likely to succeed, 
it has to be admitted, willingly or other- 
wise. Not that the republics are en- 
amoured of international lawlessness, but 
because the League has been side-tracked 
as an agency for law enforcement and 
even for attempts at peaceful bargaining. 
It will have to be rebuilt when common 
sense again takes charge of human af- 
fairs; but for the time it has ceased to 
play any important role in regulating the 
conduct of nations. 

Canada should stay in the League, and 
this would be a good time for the United 
States to join. Not because the League 
can do anything to restrain violence or 
punish aggression at present; but be- 
cause there should be something for the 
nations to rally around when they ulti- 
mately find that the world has to be 
ruled by law and not by force—a conclu- 
sion to which they are bound to come 
soon or later by one road or another. 


A Joint Defence Committee 


Hon. Ian Mackenzie accepted the 
proposal of the Conservative leader that 
a joint committee be set up, composed of 
Senators and Commoners of all political 
complexions, who will discuss defence 
matters, behind closed doors when that is 
thought to be advisable. 

For almost any other purpose, the 
creation of such a committee would bring 
prompt and forceful protests from the 
public, for they are naturally and 
properly skeptical when public business 
is duscussed in secret. But most Cana- 
dians may be assumed to be still more 
averse to having information regarding 
the country’s defences and defence plans 
trumpeted to the world—particularly at 
a time when certain nations have banded 
themselves together for conquest. 

The present session has supplied 
evidence that this is very liable to occur 
when defence matters are dealt with in 
open debate. Canada gained nothing in 
safety, unity or money from some of the 
indiscreet speeches made in the Commons 
in reference to the sufficiency and types 
of its defence equipment and services. If 
the committee prevents such unhelpful 
publicity it will justify its existence. 


Another Anti-Aggression Bloc 


The foreign ministers of Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark and Finland met at 
Stockholm and pledged their intention to 
maintain the neutrality of their countries. 
In the circumstances this is next thing to 
a defensive alliance of the four countries; 
the only possible motive being a resolu- 
tion to avoid the fate of Czecho-Slovakia 
and Albania. 

Aside from the standing threat thus 
conveyed to all the smaller states in 
Europe the conference would not have 
been held and there*would have been no 
occasion for the declaration. Neutrality 
conferences are not held and neutrality 
agreements framed just as a pastime by 
foreign ministers who find time hanging 
heavily on their hands. There is only one 
direction from which the smaller states 
are threatened, and it is toward the axis 
powers this “hands off” proclamation is 
aimed. 

The ingenious Nazi press 
this as an “answer to Roosevelt's 
that the 31 states named by hint consider 
their integrity endangered”. The Scandin- 
avian countries apparently think their 
integrity at least needs to be forcefully 
asserted; and quite plainly hint that they 
will fight if it is assailed. The aggressors 
and their apologists may squin 
please, but they cannot dodge the 
condemnation. 


Only a Matter of 2 Per Cent

It is no secret that business conditions 
have been less favorable in Canada during 
the recent winter than they were a \: 
before. Individual experience and obser- 
vation made that clear to most people, 
and the record-keepers have supplied 
figures to show that the retrogression 
was general in the geographic sense and 
applied to most lines of business. The 
prime factor in causing the slowing-up of 
industry and trade was undoubtedly the

kinds of farm prodicts; in particular the 
low price of wheat. 

It is rather surprising to learn from 
the Bureau of Statistics that the total 
value of farm products of the 1938 season 
was only 2 per cent less than that of 1937. 
Field crops more than accounted for this 
aggregate shrinkage, with a loss of 5 per 
cent. For Alberta, which fared badly in 
some districts because of poor crops, the 
reduction from the total of the preceding 
year was only § per cent. 

These “spreads” do not seem wide 
enough to cause the reaction which 
was all too apparent, but the Bureau's 
estimates are compiled with care and are 
probably not far from the facts. The im- 
portance of this calculation is the dis- 
closure that only a small percentage of 
gain in total farm income over the figures 
for last year would set business in every 
line and all over Canada moving forward 
again. To change a backward trend into 
progress, and make an appreciable im- 
provement for everyone, does not require 
a revolutionary change in the price level 
for farm products, but only a fractional 
advance. Easing of the tension in Europe 
would in itself be sufficient to turn the 


tide.

The city is overwhelming- 
ly German in population, and Germany 
has historic reasons as well upon which 
to base a claim to its possession. Sought 
through peaceful negotiation the claim is 
not at all impossible of success. If force 
is employed this will be a deliberate de- 
cision to commit wholesale murder of

Light on Litvinoff Move 
By WALTER DURANTY 

During past weeks 1 have traced the evolu- 
tion of Soviet foreign policy from acute suspi- 
cion of the French and British governments and 
from the “plague o’ both your houses” attitude 
toward them and Germany alike to admission 
of the possibility that the French and British 
might be induced by their own anxieties and 
Chancellor Adof Hitler's intransigence to join 
Russia in a pact with teeth in it to resist aggres- 
sion. 

Last week there was reason to believe the 
Russians thought the French and British were 
about to take the plunge. I was still skeptical 
and, what is more, I did not see how a pact, 
even if formed, could now do much to help the 
countries lying between the westward line from. 
the Rhine mouth through Brenner Pass to Corfu, 
Greece, and an eastward line from Gdynia, 
Poland—not Danzig—along the Polish and Rus- 
Sian frontiers to the Black Sea. 

My dispatch to that effect was delayed forty- 
eight hours as unduly pessimistic, although 
finally it was passed with no great changes—too 
late for use. The Russians, one gathers, remained 
optimistic until] Wednesday night or Thursday 
morning, when one of two things happened. 

Either they got news from London that the 
British would not march, after all, or the 
Kremlin suddenly decided it was fed up wit 
all this shill lying with two Western gov- 
ernments it neither liked nor trusted and said: 

“Shucks, let's end this nonsense in quick time. 
It is not our war anyway, and if at any time 
now or later any one tackles us we are ready 
and able to meet them.” 

Joseph Stalin had said that clearly, and War 
Commissar Klementy Voroshiloff echoed him on 
May Day. So bang went collective security, and 
with it the unlucky Maxim Litvinoff as Foreign 
Commissar. I say unlucky because whatever 
may be thought abroad about Mr. Litvinoff as 
the originator or director of Soviet foreign 
policy, every one in Moscow knows that that is 
the Kremlin's prerogative, like everything else 
in Soviet nationg] life. 

Indeed, Soviet newspapers constantly men- 
tioned the reference to the possible value of the 
League of Nations in preventing war-—which 
was made by Mr. Stalin in the interview he 
gave the writer on Christmas Day in 1933—as the 
rea] beginning of the Soviet entry into the 
League and the policy of collective security 

r ‘3 t% 

But the Kremlin knew that Mr. Litvinoff 
represented that policy in the eyes of the West- 
ern World, and if it wanted to throw the policy 
overboard in the most demonstrative way and 
resume complete liberty of action in all its 
relations with all parties in Europe, there was no 
easier method than to “drop pilet Litvinoff,” 
as the former Kaiser once dropped Bismarck 

Which immediately raises the question that 
is being anxiously debated in many a European 
chancellery—-Will the Russians now swing to 
Germany? The first answer is, Why should 
they? No love is lost here for the Nazis, and a 
pact with France and Britain would not neces- 
sarily have precluded the purchase of German 
machines and replacement parts or the sale of 
Russian cotion and manganese and, if the harvest 
is good, some grein-—-which would be a mutually 
satisfactory business deal.

The Passing Show

Don't know if there is any special signifi- 
cance at the present time, but an English squire 
has handed over to the Disraelian Society of 
London, the Manor House of Hughenden and 100 
acres of land, to be a permanent memorial to the 
great Lord Beaconsfield. Remember, Beacons- 
field—or Benjamin Disraeli, 
to give him his family name 
—was a Jew. He became 
Conservative Prime Minister 
of England, and in return presented the nation 
with the Suez Canal afid his Queen with an 
empire. 

-Hughenden, near High Wycombe, in Bucking- 
hamshire, was for many years the home of Lord 
Beaconsfield. It was there he retired to when 
he left politics, and there he died. 

The Manor House, for many years a place of 
pilgrimage on the anniversaries of his death, is 
filled with relics of many sorts; particularly of 
Disraeli’s literary and political career and his 
travels in the Levant. It is to be supported by 
an endowment as a national memorial, adminis- 
tered by the National Trust.

These have been many Jews in high political 
life in Britain since Disraeli’s time—the present 
Secretary for War is one—but Disraeli’s rise to 
the leadership of the Conservative party and the 
premiership seems miraculous, coming as it did 
soon after the abolition of the Test Act which 

restricted membership in 
THE JEW WHO parliament, entrance to the 
BECAME PREMIER Universities and admission 

to civil and political offices 
to members of the Established church. Catholics, 
Dissenters and Jews might fight and die for their 
country; they were not considered fit persons 
to sit in parliament, enter a university or hold a 
government post. 

Disraeli, whose ancestors were Venetian Jews 
who had embraced Christianity before Benjamin 
was born, was articled to a London solicitor. His 
talent as a novelist brought him notite at 22, with 
the publication of “Vivian Grey.” He had an 
assured position as a writer when at 33 he be- 
came Conservative M.P. for Maidstone. (He had 
previously failed of election as a Liberal.) Two 
years after that he married a rich widow of 47, 
Mrs. Wyndnam Lewis. The marriage proved an 
exceedingly happy one. Among other comforts, 
the lady brought him Hughenden Manor 

One of the Disraelian audacities that intrigued 
Queen Victoria was when her favorite Prime 
Minister presented his wife with the frank jest: 
“You know, as everybody says, I married her 
for her money.” 

One of the bonds between the widowed Queen 
and her Minister's wife was that each thought 
her husband the most wonderful man that ever 
lived. Perhaps Victoria was prejudiced in Dis- 
raeli's favor because he was the discoverer of 
her adored Prince Albert. He had a genius for 
recognizing talent in the bud. 
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A NOBLE GIFT 
TO THE NATION 


Probably every politician in embryo treasures 
the story of Disraeli’s first speech in the House— 
the young orator in glamorous waistcoat making 
the House rock with laughter by his florid ora- 
tory and unaccustomed gestures. Defeated, he 
took his seat with the prediction flung at his 
fellow-members, “Today you 
deride me. But there will come 
a time when you will be glad 
to listen to me.” Soon they 
discovered that the flamboyant orator had re- 
markable gifts for attack. He became leader of 
the Conservative Opposition and, with the turn 
of the political wheel, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer and Prime Minister of Great Britain. His 
astuté qualities won for Britain the Suez Canal 
shares, giving England a highway to* Indian 
possessions. It was he who ridiculed the ponder- 
ous Gladstone as a “rhetorician, inebriated with 
his own verbosity’—an attack that lacks the 
rapier thrust of Kinglake in “Eothen,” who says, 
“He (Mr. Gladstone) was a good man in the 
worst sense of the word.” 

The gardens of Hughenden have been main- 
tained by its recent donor, Mr. W. H. Abbey, in 
much the same way as they were when Lord 
Beaconsfield and his beloved Mary Anne would 
stroll the lawns and feed the peacocks, and the 
swans in the lake. 

After 37 years of happy married life, Lady 
Beaconsfield died following the Conservative 
defeat of 1880, Beaconsfield withdrew from poli- 
tics to a quiet life at Hughenden, where he com- 
pleted his novel “Endymion” before passing 
away a year later. 

There may be no special significance in the 
gift to the nation of Hughenden Manor at the 
present time, but it cannot help but act as a re- 
minder of the great service given to his time by 
the young Jewish novelist who rose to be Prime 
Minister of England.

A general alarm was sounded at 
1:07 pm 
40 HORSES THERE 

Trainers and grooms said there 
were about # horses in the three 
barns when the fire broke out 
Quick work of the grooms and 
trainers resulted in saving all but 
two horses. 

Origin of the fire had not been 
determined Monday morning, al- 
though it was known that it started 
in the vicinity of a tackroom in 
No, 2 barn, which was the most 
westerly of the three buildings. A 
strong west wind swept the flames 
to No. 3 and No. 4 barns and with- 
in 20 minutes all three wooden 
buildings were blazing furiously. 

All the horses, burned to death 
or injured, were in stalls at the 
south end of barn No. 2, where the 
fire started. 

Bob Walker, groom, said the fire 
started “like a flash.” 

“I had just brought a horse in 
from the infield of the race track,” 
he said, “and at that time there was 
no sign of a fire in No. 2 barn. I 
led the horse into No. 3, the next 
building, and I hadn't put a comb 
on my horse before Tommy Ramsty 
came in and said No, 2 was on fire. 

“We all started getting the horses 
out of the barns, leading some into 
the track infield and freeing others. 
When I was taking my last horse 
out of No. 2 part of the barn roof 
fell right in behind me.” 

Tommy Wintle, also working in 
the barns, said he was returning to 
the barns from lunch when he saw 
five youths “running away from the 
west side of No. 2." Bob Marshall, 
who was also outside the buildings 
at the time, saw the five youths 
“running as fast as they could go 
away from No. 2.” 

Horses being trained by Charles 
Archer occupied the stalls in the 
south end of No. 2. 

Burned to death in the first stall 
was Amsterdoll, a two-year-old 
owned by Bob Edwards, North Ed- 
monton. Next to Amsterdoll’s stall 
was Charles Archer's tackroom, 
where saddles, bridles, and other 
equipment was kept. 

In the next two stalls were 
Miller J. and My Letitia. Miller J., 
owned by J. E. Patton and John 
McGowan of Edmonton, was burn- 
ed to death in his stall. 


RUNS TERROR-STRICKEN 
My Letitia, owned by Mrs. Albert 
Brooks, of Calgary, was terribly 


out of the barn, and when = she 
gained the open air she broke loose 
and ran, terror stricken, before be- 
ing caught and led to a barn on the 
east side of the grounds. 

The horse was destroyed Sunday 
afternoon, city police reported. 


FOR RACING SEASON 

The horses in the three barns| 
were being readied for the opening 
of the racing season at Winnipeg, 
and were to be shipped east next 
Saturday for the Winnipeg opening 
on June 2. Following the Winnipeg 
meet, the horses were scheduled to 
run on western Canadian tracks/ 
during summer fairs. 

In addition to a set of show 
harness, worth $400 and owned by 
the Exhibition Association, hun- 
dreds of dollars worth of equip- 
ment and personal effects were 
destroyed by the flames.
